NOTE 


Though the Shipdham Church Library, as included in this catalogue, 
is of no more than average size for a Library of this character, it has some 
interesting features. For instance, it was formed wholly in the XVIIth 
Century and contains very few books printed later than 1700, while with 
equally few exceptions the books are all bound in the original calf or vellum 
bindings. 


Further interest arises from the presence of a number of bibliographical 
rarities, e.g., the First Editions of Pynson’s Edition of the Royal Book, 
1507, Milton’s Lycidas, 1638, and the Areopagitica, 1644, as well as several 
extremely rare tracts relating to the early history of the American Colonies. 


The Library is believed to have been founded by the Rev. Thomas 
Townshend, Rector of Shipdham from 1707 to 1754, and on his death in 
the latter year the Library passed to his successor, the Rev. Colby Bullock, 
and has remained at Shipdham ever since. 


Unfortunately during the latter part of the XVIIIth and the early part 
of the XIXth centuries, the Library suffered sadly from neglect—doubtless 
owing to the fact that about two-thirds of the books are in Greek and Latin, 
and can have had practically no “‘ readable” interest, so to speak, for the 
parishioners—and perhaps but little more for the clergy. At a still later 
date many of the books and tracts were seriously damaged owing to a 
faulty roof and other causes. 


In view of the above statement it should be added that the sum realised 
by the sale of the Library will be used : (1) To augment the funds required 
to keep the fabric of the Church in good repair; (2) To form a library of 
modern books for the use and edification of the parishioners; and (3) To 
be used towards the reduction of the dilapidations assessments on the 
Rectory and premises.
